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On October 7,.1971, Lt. Governor PatTaylor 
went on the air on 3920 kHz and proclaimed 
Amateur Radio Weekin North Carolina Novem- 
ber 1 through 7 for Governor Bob Scott.The 
Lt. Governor went on the air at 11 AM with 
a station set up in the Capital building 
in Raleigh. The station call was WB4Wa@o, 
a new call just received the day before by 
the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society. K4CIA, 
Bill McDowell, was the operator. 


Lt. Governor Taylor first talked to 5 sta- 
tions around the state, and, afterward he 
read the proclamation on the air. He had 
contacts with Oscar Norris, W4OXH, Norwood 
N.C.; Armand Johnson, WA4YRVI, Hickory;J.D. 
Parker, WAYGMC, Kinston; WB4FXM,Jerry Hic- 
kok, Fort Bragg; and Van "Pete" Peterson, 
K4QFK, Fayetteville. He was very impressed 
with the fast communications around the 
state, and stated later on that he would 
like to see more amateur radio operations, 
He seemed like a good candidate for an am- 
ateur license, but, he will probably put 
that off since he is a candidate for Gov- 
ernor next year! Amateur Radio made a very 
good friend as a result of theproclamation. 


The proclamation was initiated by the RARS 
for the third year in a row. Dave Langley, 
W4YDY, the net control station, and Bill, 
K4CIA, thank all who participated and came 
on frequency. It was a very nice group of 
guys. WRAL-TV, Channel 5, in Raleigh cov- 
ered the event and had film of the Lt, Gov- 
ernor using the radio on the evening news 
show. RARS member Sam Beard, WA4POS,is the 


anchor man for the show. 
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There is a disturbing situation among the amateurs of North Carolina. There are a small 
minority of "hams" on the air running off at the mouth that don't know how the laws of 
the state are made. They are blaming Governor Scott for raising the price of license 
plates to 5 dollars. They need a lesson in how the state government works. 


The legislature passes laws. The Governor can make suggestions to the legislature, but 
has no power to make laws. The+Governon of N.Cicas the only Governor “in the U.S. that 
does not have the veto power on laws passed by the legislature. The amateurs are proba- 
bly paying higher license plate fees because of this. But if the Governor had known a- 
bout the bill in the legislature, he probably could have stopped it there by lobbying a- 
gainst it. It was as much a surprise to him as to the amateurs. The legislature passed 
the law on the last couple of days of its session. The bill was introduced by Mr. Lane 
Brown, an attorney and legislator (and CB'er) from Albemarle, N.C. 


Some of the "hams" on the air are saying that the Governor is for the CB'ers, & against 
the amateurs. The way their mouths are working, you would think it was theCB band! 


Governor Scott is the best friend amateur radio has ever had in that office. He has pro- 
claimed Amateur Radio Week for 3 years. He appointed K4MC as his "official ham station" 
for delivery of his 1970 Christmas messages to the other Governors. He plans to appoint 
several stations this year. He has talked on amateur radio from the capital. He sent a 
special message to all N.C. amateurs during Gingerthanking and praising them for their 
outstanding service to the public. 


So fellows, get the facts straight before you blame someone for something. How would you 
feel if a few amateurs said it was your fault because of increased license fees, when it 
wasn't? It is unfortunate that a few "hams" degraded amateur radio during Ginger with 
their hang-ups. Thank goodness it's a small minority.

The RARS editor was informed by a club member that the item in last month's RARS NEWS a- 
bout the assistant editor's "ham" room had been put on the wire services. So maybe news- 
papers or even Paul Harvey has or will use the story! Not many people have their "hams" 
hanging in the house! 
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Receiving word from Governor Scott through his ham representative, Bob Corns, K4MC, con- 
Cereus Possible exos2om and other deleterious effects of the pending hurricane to the 
state of North Carolina, the emergency coordinator for ham operators in Wake County es- 
tablished contact with the State CD office and set up member stations of the Raleigh Am- 
ateur Radio Society (RARS) to enter the Tarheel Emergency Net (THEN), relay weather re- 
ports to the NC Weather office in Raleigh, and report critical damage to the Governor's 
Office. RARS members volunteering their help and their shifts in monitoring the THEN in- 
cluded WB4YHHI (0001-0100), WBYDAR (0100-0200), W4RUH, Assistant EC, Wake Country, (0200- 
0300), WHEEL (0300-0600), and W4CQJ (0600-0700). These were the first group who main- 
tained vigil in the THEN during the early approach of GINGERto NC coastal area. At O100 
hours on 1 September, as an example of the real aid provided by hams,Jesse Hodges, WHEEL, 
was notified that the Raleigh weather stations had temporarily lost contact with its Hat- 
teras element on RTTY and telephone, Jesse called WA4BUE in Norfolk via the THEN, and a 
communications check was requested. After several checks at both ends,R T T Y and tele- 
phone communications were reestablished and police department radio channels were sug- 
gested as alternate means since radio-equipped police vehicles were available at both 
Hatteras and Raleigh. During this first phase, another member of RARS, K4CIA, assisted 
in CD headquarters in Raleigh. Constant communication was maintained by RARS members in 
the THEN and they acted as NCS in a portion of the operation. WB4DAR checked in with his 
mobile station. During an equally critical ghase, that portion immediately following the 
"All Clear," W4VLI, WHEEL, and K4EIB/4 maintained watch during the daylight hours,relay- 
ing all manner of after-action reports. Through all, K4MC maintained long hours relaying 
messages on CW in the Amateur Radio National Traffic System (NTS). The response of many 
other RARS members, who were not really needed at the time, was typically cheerful and 
cooperative. All officers of the RARS, from the President on down, were among thoseserv- 
ing in a standby status. When the smoke cleared away, one of the yeomen in the fray, re- 
liable Jesse, WHEEL, finally caught up with that elusive, wonderful, and beautiful gift 
of nature, sack. Altho Raleigh and surrounding areas escaped the main force of GINGER, 
the coastal areas of the Old North State were hard hit. Tribute must be given to those 
hams in these coastal areas who stuck by their rigs to give most timely and accurate re- 
ports to all who needed them. Many of the news media reports across the country were 
based exclusively on such reports.
